THE ELEOTKIC LIGHT. 


The passage by the New York Board of 


Firo Insurance Underwriters of n resolution 
ordering that all buildings in which the 
electric light was used or over or through 
which wires for lighting by electricity may 
pass shall be rated "specially hazardous" 
unles the wires are properly insulated and 
approved by tho inspectors of the board, 
brings prominently before tho public anoth- 
er source of danger from fire and one which 
bids fair to bo a fruitful one. Tho meeting at 
which the lesolution referred lo wns passed 
was held in New York hist week und al it it 
was shown that where on electric light wire 
had como iu contact with n telephone when 
the latter was instantly destroyed, the wood- 
work around it being burned up and even 
the metal parts of the instrument blackened, 
and molted. 


Tbe electric current need 
in operating 


telephones is trifling compared to lhat used 
by the electric light companies, whioh will 
always destroy any wires used for telephone 
or telegraph purposes. 
Tbe two wires of a 


telephone may lie held in tbe hoed with no 
nioro unploasanl sensation than that given 
by Ihe litlle batteries used for medical 
purposes. 
But tho shock from one of the 


Brush or Maxim wires would kill n man 
instantly. 
Had any one been using; Ibe 


telephone in question at tho lime of Ihe 
accident instant death would probably have 
resulted, for it was iu reality a stroke of 
lightning. 


Tho experts employed by tbe board also 


reported that such accidents were liable to 
happen at nny lime if Ihe wires of tbo 
electric light companies wore not thorough- 
ly insulated and tho rapid introduction of 
lh" electric Jight wires into general use

Senatorial courtesy in connection with the 
recent nomination of Mr. itobertson for 
Collector for tho port of New York, that it 
may be of interest to recall tho origin and 
race the growth of tho system through 
which Senators have been to ft largo degree 
nabled to usurp or control the power of 
ppointmout to office, lodged by the Cousti- 
ntion in tho hands of tho Executive.

o itself powers and privileges which prior 
o that period no member of that body ever 
reamed of being so bold as to lay claim to 
be possession of. Tho Senate went a long 
ay ahead of the House in originating 


measures trenching upon Hie barriers of the 
Constitution, and, emboldened by success 
iu this and encouraged by the bitter parti. 
sau feeling pervading tho country, that body 
invaded first one and then tho other of tho 
prerogatives of 
tho President, ~so that 


finally he was rendered completely power- 
less,

mode had any chance of confirmation unless 
through previous understanding with tho 
Senators representing tho state in which tho 
office was located. 
Of tho Senatorial cabal 


which then dominated at the White House

reports ate mode. 
As matters stand it will 


do no good to handy words 
with tho 


men abroad who speak and writo of our 
affairs. 
It may satisfy our own minds, 


perhaps, to pour forth vials of wrath upon 
their heads, but it does not in the least help 
our reputation in Now York, Philadelphia 
and the other groat cities when a good 
name is worth something to 
Newport. 


Plainly »e must havo a Board of noalth 
which can speak with authority such as 
arises from an acknowledged competency 
to speak on tho subject.
